BOTH MORHING AND NIGHT 


Never Before Have So Many Promi- 
nent Georgians Attended State

The combination of 1,800 delegates

LAW STRIKES 
PAPER TRUST 


24 Companies of Manila Com- 
bine Fined $2,000 
Each 


New York, June 22.—A fine of $2,006 
was imposed upon each of twenty-four 
companies manufacturing manila wrap- 
ping paper by Judge Hough, in the 
United States court today. All but one 
of these companies, the Allen Brothers 
Company. of Sandy Hill, N. Y., pleaded 
guilty on Friday last to maintaining an 
illegal combination in restraint of 
trade. They were members of the 
Manila and Fiber Association. 

In imposing the fines Judge Hough 
said the combination of paper manufac- 
turers was a clear violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, but because of 
extenuating circumstances he would im- 
pose a fine only. The companies have 
arranged to pay their fines through 
their counsel. The case against the 
companies was instituted through the 
instrumentality of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, for which 
John Norris, of this cfty. acted as agent. 
The companies composed aimost the 
entire membership of the .combtne of 
wrapping paper manufacturers, which 
was organized by John H. Parks in 
1906. On complaint of Mr. Norris the 
federal grand jury began an. investiga- 
tion of the combine two months ago, 
and on Friday last returned indict- 
ments against Parks and twenty-five 
companies. Solomon M. 8Stroock, coun. 
sel for the combine, appeared in the 
federal court and pleaded guilty for 
twenty-three of the companies.

Should the State Profit by Crime? 


Editor Constitution: Several days ago 
T wrote an article on the line {ndicateda 
by the ‘heading of this, The article met 
with generous treatment at your hands, 
as displayed in your editorial, and has 
met with equally courteous considera- 
tion, apparently. from the readers of 
your paper, for I have received several 
letters, some from total strangers, com- 
mending the line of thought used in its 
make-up. Prompted thereby and in re- 


brave adverse criticism and undue pub- 
licity to more fully explain the details 
of the plan suggested. 

First, let me say that the matter is 
not new, and the writer has at several 
times in the past. through yours and 
other journals, urged its deliberation by 
the people as will be shown by random 
articles for the last five years, but to 
the question. I lay down the rules: 

The state or its agents should not 
traffic in crime. 

The state or its agents should not prof- 
it Dy crime. 

If, by an incident of punishment, re- 
straint from other offenses, protection to 
society, or amendment of the criminals, it 
should happen that profit occur to the 
state, and no wrong done to the fnno- 
cent. well and good, but until the’ rights 
of the innocent are safeguarded, the best 
possible consistent with the proper 
guarding of the laws, the tncidenta] -e- 
ward to the state does not become an 
honorable and just demand, and should 
be waived in favor of those to whom 
justice demands different treatment. 

The state has no right to the labor of 
the convict as long as the community 
from which he goes is burdened with 
the helpless minor children of the con- 
vict. left behind as dependents upon 
charity. The state has no right to the 
labor of the convict as long as there 
are hungry mouths at the convict’s 
home, for hunger will make thieves and 
the state be burdened with other convict 
trials. 

The plan I have heretofore suggested 
in several articles two years ago and 
last year, and sketched in my recent 
article to your paper is this: 

Let the convict be punished, for pun- 
ishment is needful, 

Let the hire of the convict be kept 
Separate. 

Let the cost of his conviction, keep 
and maintenance be charged against tbe 
account of his labor. 

Let this surplus, if any, be a fund for 
the relief of the innocent, suffering fam- 
ilv of the convict. 

Let ‘this be pald out 
showing, On similar 
adopted in regard 
pauper funds. 

In cases Of murder the doctrine might 
become more equitable by the appropria- 
tion of some or all of the fund to the 
dependents of the murdered, according 
to the exigencies of the case. 

The ‘practical application of the rem- 
edy will suggest by experience the best 
plans, and fuller details of administra- 
L10n. 

The debating of the need of the same 
and the recognition of the right to the 
relief is of prime importance at this 
juncture. 

The state should not be burdened with 
criminals, hence the necessity for his 
paying his own expenses, 

The charitably inclined should not be 
burdened with his family, hence the needa 
of «his surplus earnings going to pre- 
vent it. 

The helpless children should not be 
made criminals and total dependants, 
hence the humanity of giving them the 
earnings of the father above his pay- 
mént to the law of its expeyse to pro- 
tect the community. 

The criminal may forfeit, by ‘his ac- 
tions, the right to relief, but the laws 
of God. which are higher, would not 
forfeit the right to what should belong 
to the children, inetead of the bread of 
beggars.

As Miss Anne Grantland, a wit and 
heiress, she was a great belle and 
beauty, and married at the age of 20 
the Hon. Charles duBignon, a represen- 
tative of Glynn county, and considered 
the handsomest man in the Georgia 
assembly. He was the grandson of 
Christophe (Poullaine duBignon, who, as 
a royalist of (France during Napoleon's 
first consulate, purchased Jekyl Island, 
and with family came over in his 
own boat, bringing all of his household 
things and retinue-of servants.

STILL DECLINCI 


Many Rumors. 


Some Feared Road Is Financially 
Embarrassed—Hints at Bond Is- 
sue and Perhaps Receiver- 
ship—But Ramors: Are 
Discredited., 


New York, June 22.—The weakness of 
stocks today gave an impression of less 
passiveness than the occesional droop 
with intervale of recovery last week. 
There was only a smal] expansion in 
the volume of the dealings to account 
for this appearance. The active desire 
shown to get out of holdings of one or 
two stocks was largely accountable for 
the changed tone of the dealings. Rock 
Island securities were the conspicuvus 
example in continuance of a sudden de- 
cline, which commenced in the closing 
dealings on Saturday, and which had a 
conéeiderable influence in unsettling the 
tone. The rumors which circulated to- 
day in connection with the break 
in Rock Island seemed to be more in 
the nature of surmise, prompted by the 
movement of the stock, than by in- 
formed opinions. The movement gave 
rise to some fears of financial embar- 
rassment facing the company or some 
one of its related companies in the 
complicated series of subsidiaries which 
distinguished thig enterprise. Today's 
rumors hinted at a coming bond issue, 
and even at a pecelversite: but these 
rumors were discredited official 
quarters, 

The recent return from Burope of a 
capitalist formerly prominent in this 
company, and the leader of past specu- 
lative movements of importance, was 
the fact on which were hung surmises 
of the initiation of a bear movement in 
the market by this individual and his 
associates. The absence from Wall 
street of many of these was a discredit- 
dng factor for this assumption. The 
weakness of the Rock Island securities, 
however, was of undoubted sympathetic 
effect on the whole stock market. There 
was nothing in the general news to 
prompt selling of stocks. The accumu- 
lation of banking reserves is reaching 
a point that seems to necessitate active 
measures to find. employment for these 
great sums. 

Paris took gold from London today, 
and the unsatisfied appetite of that cen- 
ter and of Berlin for the precious meta] 
constitutes the only ripple in the money 
market. Reports of the placing of the 
new bond issue of the national ratl- 
ways of Mexico with Paris benkers 
were believed to explain the dechine in 
our foreign exchange market. Traffic 
officials of the great railroad systems 
spoke in tone of some encouragement 
of the business outlook, although having 
small actual interest In tonnage move- 
ment to report. 

Weather from the region where the 
winter wheat crop is being harvested, 
wag reported ideal for that purpose, 
and this corrects a eundition regarding 
which growing anxiety was beginning 
to be felt. The effect of this news was 
partly neutralized by the strength in 
the grain markets. There was some 
discussion of a possible concerted wage 
reduction by southern railroads, and 
this had the bad effect on the tone of 
the market. The closing was weak. 

A further break fm the Rock Island 
collateral bonds and another fractional 
shading in the mew Union Pacific 4s 
were features of the bond market, 
which. was heavy. Total sales, par 
value $2,536,000. United Btates bondg 
were unchanged on call.

Jury at Last Reaches Agree- 
ment in Land Fraud 
Cases. 


Washington, June 22.—Gullty, Fred- 
erick A. Hyde, Joost H. Schneider. 
Not guilty, John A. Benson, Henry P.

This was the verdict rendered this 
afternoon by a jury in the criminal 
court here in the case of thie trial of 
these four men, all westerners, one of 
them, Benson, a millionaire real estate 
operator, for alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government out of valuable 
lands in the far west.
